Manila, July 30.—The first election 
for m embers of the Philippine assem ­ 
bly, in accordance with an 
act 
or 


congress at W ashington !s being held 
today. 
The election is progressing 
quietly by the most modern method 
and every restriction of the most ad- 
\anced 
American 
order 
is 
being 
brought into 
play. 
The 
campaign 
w^hich closed last Satuiday was most 
vigorous between the 
two principal 
factions of 
the 
“progressists” 
and 
“nationalists.” 
Indications point 
to 
the success of 
the nationalists. The nationalists have 
fused with them the various political 
parties advocating independence and 
have made a united and cnthnsiasllc 
canvass. H ere and in other parts of 
Luzon they seem to have excellent 
prospects of sweeping everything be­ 
fore them. The opponents, of whom 
the leaders are mainly the governors 
of provinces and other officeholders 
under the 
insular 
government, 
are 
nuiking a vigorous contest, particu­ 
larly in the country districts. 
The chief argum ent 
of 
the pro­ 
gressists has been thaat the nation­ 
alists have 
been 
planning 
violent 
m easures and that if the people elect 
the nationalist candidates to the as- 
semi)ly war with the Americans will 
result. 
They 
drew harrowing pic­ 
tures of the suffering caused by the 
form er revolt against American rule. 
The nationalists 
denied 
that 
they 
would m ake w ar and denounced the 
progressists as “blood suckers” 
and 
“time servers” 
who. 
w^ere 
bought 
with offices and other governmental 
favors. They claimed 
to 
w ant 
to | 
prove to the Americans 
that 
the 
Filipinos w ant immediate 
independ­ 
ence by 
electing 
nationalist 
dele­ 
gates to the assembly, there to dem­ 
onstrate the ability of the ITilipinos to 
mamige heir owm affairs. 
W hile the political argum ents have 
been going on on the stum p 
the ex­ 
citement has been so intense that the 
Manila papers say “even the cockpits 
have been deserted.” No cock fighting 
is perm itted today and no liquor is 
perm itted to 1>e sold wdtliin 
about 
175 yards of the polls. Americans in 
the islands wdio cast ballots at the 
election by that act lose their citi­ 
zen ship in the United States. 
The election law under which the 
election is being held 
provides 
for 
the election of delegates to the as- 
seniiily today, and thenceforward on 
the first Tuesday after the first Mon­ 
day of November, 1900, and every two 
years thereafter. At the regular No­ 
vember elections, beginning 
in 1907, 
the governor and third meniTiers of 
provinces and 
tlie 
])resideiitos 
and 
vice presidoiites of all municipalities 
shall- be elected. But the municipal 
eouncilmen shall be elected 
half at 
siiccssive regular elections, 
so that 
these hohl office for four years and 
all the rest of the officials for two 
yea rs. 
A plurality vote shall elect. 
There 
shall 
be 
eighty-one 
dele­ 
gates, or one to every 90,000 of popu-

o ld, hand grenades which are supp<ised 
to be more than a hundred years old, 
say a the Baltimore American.

missiles are of the curliest mak e used 
by the United States government, and 
were probably placed at the historic 
o ld fort when it was. first erected in. 
1013. Owing to the way in which they 
were pack ed the grenades had only 
the slightest trace of rust upon them. 
The discovery of the weaixtns recalls

bftftdled o nly by the grenadiers of the

tub erculosis.

sumptiv e is much more likely to eat 
too little than too much. 
Systematic 
ov erfeeding with proper digestion of 
the food are the accepted remedies. 
The food must b e palatab le and well 
serv ed and the amount 
m ust 
v ary 
with the patient 
and 
his 
circum­ 
stances. 
The outdoor air will enab le 
him to assim ilate large amounts. Milk 
and eggs are the b est foods to pro­ 
duce fats, which are most necessary 
to the patient. 
The author adv ocates 
three solid meals a day, with lunches 
b etween of milk and eggs, ab out three 
quarts of milk and six eggs a day b e­ 
ing taken. Fresh meats are especially 
necessary for these patients, b ut 
a 
mixed diet is undob tedly 
the 
b est 
b orne. Meat juice is v aluab le. Pastry, 
candy, fried foods and cab b age should 
b e let alone. Alcqhol is not adv isab le, 
b ut coffee, tea and chocolate may b e 
taken .moderately.
